AutoLock 



AutoLock allows you to block 
the picture and sound of a 
selected channel or video input. 
This feature also enables you to 
block the viewing of programs 
based on their ratings — Movie or 
TV. The information to the right 
and on the next page explains 
what the ratings mean. 

To enter the AutoLock settings 
areas, you must input a four-digit 
Access Code number. The factory 
preset code number is 0711, 
which you can change. 

To familiarize yourself with the 
AutoLock options, read the infor- 
mation below. See the directions 
for making AutoLock settings on 
pages 14 and 15. 

Functions of the AutoLock 
options when turned on: 

"Channel" blocks the picture and 
sound of a chosen channel. 
"Video Lock" blocks the picture 
and sound of all video inputs. To 
lock the video inputs, you must be 
tuned to one of the video inputs. 
"Quick Lock" blocks the picture 
and sound for channels 3 and 4 on 
both ANT(enna) A and B and all 
video inputs. 

"Front Panel Lock" deactivates all 
buttons on the TV's front panel 
except the POWER button. 
"Movie Ratings" blocks programs 
according to movie ratings. 
"TV Ratings" blocks programs 
according to TV ratings. 
"Canadian (Eng[lish])" blocks 
various types of movies and TV 
programs used in Canada that you 
feel may be inappropriate due to its 
content. "Canadian Ratings (Frn 
[French])" blocks Canadian French 
programs according to various pro- 
gram ratings that you feel may be 
inappropriate due to its content. 



Movie Ratings 

(Motion Picture 
Association of America) 

G — General Audience: Most parents 
would find this program suitable for all 
ages. This type of programming contains 
little or no violence, no strong language, 
and little or no sexual dialogue or situa- 
tions. 

PG — Parental Guidance Suggested: 

This programming contains material that 
parents may find unsuitable for younger 
children. It may contain one or more of 
the following: moderate violence, some 
sexual situations, infrequent coarse lan- 
guage, or some suggestive dialogue. 

PG-13 — Parents Strongly Cautioned: 

This programming contains material that 
parents my find unsuitable for children 
under the age of 13. It contains one or 
more of the following: violence, sexual sit- 
uations, coarse language, or suggestive 
dialogue. 

R — Restricted: This programming is 
specifically designed for adults. Anyone 
under the age of 17 should view this pro- 
gramming only with an accompanying par- 
ent or guardian. It contains one or more of 
the following: intense violence; intense 
sexual situations; strong, coarse language; 
or intensely suggestive dialogue. 

NC-17 — No one under the age of 17 will 
be admitted: This type of programming 
should be viewed only by adults. It con- 
tains graphic violence; explicit sex; or 
crude, indecent language. 

X — Adults Only: This type of program- 
ming contains one or more of the follow- 
ing: very graphic violence, very graphic 
and explicit or indecent sexual acts, or 
very coarse and intensely suggestive lan- 
guage. 

NR— (Not Rated) (and [NA] [Not 
Applicable]): This programming contains 
no rating. It has not been rated or ratings 
do not apply. 



TV Parental 
Guidelines 

(TV Broadcasters) 

TV-Y — Appropriate for all children: This 
type of programming is designed for a very 
young audience, including children ages 
2-6. Programming with these ratings is not 
expected to frighten younger children. 

TV-Y7 — Appropriate for children seven 
and older: This programming may frighten 
children under the age of 7. Such program- 
ming may be more appropriate for children 
who have acquired the development skills 
needed to distinguish between make-believe 
and reality. These shows may include mild 
fantasy and comedic violence (FV). 

TV-G — General Audience: This type of 
programming contains little or no violence, 
no strong language, and little or no sexual 
dialogue or situations. 

TV-PG — Parental Guidance suggested: 

This type of programming contains one or 
more of the following: moderate violence 
(V), some sexual situations (S), infrequent 
coarse language (L), and some suggestive 
dialogue (D). 

TV-14 — Unsuitable for children under 

14: This type of programming contains one 
or more of the following: intense violence 
(V); intense sexual situations (S); strong, 
coarse language (L); or intensely suggestive 
dialogue (D). 

TV-MA — Mature audiences only: This 
type of programming contains one or more 
of the following: graphic violence (V); 
explicit sexual situations (S); or crude, inde- 
cent language (L). 

• (FV) — Fantasy Violence: This type of 
content may frighten children under 
seven. Some cartoons may have this rat- 
ing. This rating is available only in the 
TV-Y7 category. 

• (V) — Violence 

• (S) — Sexual situations 

• (L) — Language 

• (D) — Inappropriate dialogue

Canadian Ratings 
(English) 

C — Programming intended for children under age 8: Violence 
Guidelines: Careful attention is paid to themes which could threat- 
en children's sense of security and well-being. There will be no 
realistic scenes of violence. Depictions of aggressive behavior will 
be infrequent and limited to portrayals that are clearly imaginary, 
comedic, or unrealistic in nature. Other Content Guidelines: There 
will be no offensive language, nudity, or sexual content. 

C8+ — Programming generally considered acceptable for chil- 
dren 8 years and over to watch on their own: Violence 
Guidelines: Violence will not be portrayed as the preferred, 
acceptable, or only way to resolve conflict; or encourage children 
to imitate dangerous acts which they may see on television. Any 
realistic depictions of violence will be infrequent, discreet, of low 
intensity, and will show the consequences of the acts. Other 
Content Guidelines: There will be no profanity, nudity, or sexual 
content. 

G — General Audience: Violence Guidelines: Will contain very little 
violence, either physical or verbal or emotional. Will be sensitive to 
themes which could frighten a younger child, will not depict realistic 
scenes of violence which minimize or gloss over the effects of vio- 
lent acts. Other Content Guidelines: There may be some inoffensive 
slang, not profanity, and no nudity. 



Canadian Ratings 
(French) 



G (General) — Programming intended for audiences of all ages. 
Contains no violence, or the violent content is minimal or is 
depicted appropriately with humor or caricature or in an unrealis- 
tic manner. 

8 ans + (8 + General) — Not recommended for young children: 

Programming intended for a broad audience but contains light or 
occasional violence that could disturb young children. Viewing 
with an adult is therefore recommended for young children 
(under the age of 8) who cannot differentiate between real and 
imaginary portrayals. 

13 ans + — Programming may not be suitable for children under 

the age of 13: Contains either a few violent scenes or one or more 
sufficiently violent scenes to affect them. Viewing with an adult is 
therefore strongly recommended for children under 13. 

16 ans + — Programming is not suitable for children under the 

age of 16: Contains frequent scenes of violence or intense violence. 

18 ans + — Programming restricted to adults: Contains constant 
violence or scenes of extreme violence. 



PG — Parental Guidance: Programming intended for a general audi- 
ence but which may not be suitable for younger children. Parents 
may consider some content inappropriate for unsupervised viewing 
by children ages 8-13. Violence Guidelines: Depictions of conflict 
and/or aggression will be limited and moderate; may include physi- 
cal, fantasy, or supernatural violence. Other Content Guidelines: 
May contain infrequent mild profanity, or mildly suggestive lan- 
guage. Could also contain brief scenes of nudity. 

14+ — Programming contains themes or content which may not 
be suitable for viewers under the age of 14: Parents are strongly 
cautioned to exercise discretion in permitting viewing by preteens 
and early teens. Violence Guidelines: May contain intense scenes of 
violence. Could deal with mature themes and societal issues in a 
realistic fashion. Other Content Guidelines: May contain scenes of 
nudity and/or sexual activity. There could be frequent use of profani- 
ty. 

Adult: Violence Guidelines: May contain violence integral to the 
development of the plot, character, or theme intended for adult audi- 
ences. Other Content Guidelines: May contain graphic language and 
explicit portrayals of nudity and/or sex.

When you're not using the video source, turn it OFF. Also, regularly alternate the use of such video sources with normal TV 
viewing.

Philips Projection Television incorporates advanced power surge protection technology designed to protect against component or 
circuit damage due to external or internal voltage power surges. 

If your television should appear to have a loss of power, please follow this procedure:

2. If there is still no power, wait 30 seconds and press the power switch again.

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Reception Difficulties 




Ignition Noise 

Black spots or horizontal streaks may appear; picture may flutter or drift. This is usually 
caused by interference from automobile ignition systems, neon lamps, electrical drills, and 
other electrical appliances. 



Ghosts 

Ghosts are caused by the television signal following two paths. One is the direct path, 
and the other is reflected from tall buildings, hills or other objects. Changing the direc- 
tion or position of the antenna may improve reception. Ghosting may also be caused by 
defects in the antenna system, such as unshielded leads. Or it may be caused by connect- 
ing several sets to the same antenna without using multiple antenna couplers. 




Snow 

If your receiver is located in the fringe area of a television station where the signal is 
weak, your picture may be marred by the appearance of small dots. When the signal is 
extremely weak, it may be necessary to install a special antenna to improve the picture. 




Radio Frequency Interference 

This form of interference produces moving ripples or diagonal streaks, and in some 
cases, causes loss of contrast in the picture. 



NOTE: The TV set can generate sound distortion in external devices such as radios. Please separate radio equipment from the TV 
set to a considerable distance. 
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Care of the TV and Remote Control 



Do 



Dust the screen and cabinet with a soft cloth. 



Clean the screen with a soft cloth moistened in warm water and dry with a soft cloth. A mild soap may be used if the screen 
is extremely dirty. 

Place your television away from extreme heat, humidity, and extremely dusty places. 

Remove the plug from the wall outlet if your television will not be used for a long period of time; when you go on vacation, 
for instance. 



Do Not 

Do not clean your screen or cabinet with strong cleaners, polishes, or a chemically treated cloth. 
Do not place rubber or vinyl products or cellophane tape on your television. 
Do not touch the screen too often. 

Do not subject the remote control to shocks such as dropping it on the floor and so forth. Physical damage to the precision parts 
may result. 

Do not place the remote control in a high-humidity place or somewhere it can get wet. Do not leave it on or near a heater. 
Excessive heat or moisture may cause the unit to cease operation. 

Do not replace run-down batteries with used ones — replace the run-down ones with two new "AA"-size batteries. (When the bat- 
teries run down, remote control operation will become erratic or possibly stop altogether.) 

Do not allow the TV screen to be exposed to prolonged direct sunlight or heat. Such exposure may cause the screen to perma- 
nently warp, resulting in a distorted picture. 
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Glossary of Television Terms 



Aspect Ratio * The proportions of a rectangular display screen. NTSC 
television has a 4:3 ratio; HDTV is 16:9. 

Audio/Video Inputs * Located on the front and rear of the TV, these 
jacks (phono-type) are used for the input of audio and video signals. 
Designed for use with VCRs (or other accessories) in order to receive 
higher picture resolution and offer sound connection options. 

Closed Captioning * The broadcast standard feature that allows you to 
read the voice content of television programs on the TV screen. 
Designed to help the hearing impaired, Closed Captioning uses on- 
screen text boxes to show dialogue and conversations while a TV pro- 
gram is in progress. 

Coaxial Cable * A single solid antenna wire normally matched with a 
metal plug (F-type) end connector that screws (or pushes) directly onto 
a 75-ohm input found on the television or VCR. 

Display * On-screen messages or graphics that help the user operate 
and adjust TV feature controls. 

HDTV * High Definition Television, which offers approximately twice 
the vertical/horizontal resolution of NTSC video, and sound quality 
approaching that of compact disc. (Usually taken to mean a picture of 
1920 x 1080 pixels in a 16:9 aspect ratio.) 

Identify* Method by which a remote control searches and finds an 
operating code for another product (such as a VCR or Cable Converter). 
Once the code has been "identified" then the TV remote can operate 
and send commands to the other product. 

LED * Light Emitting Diode or indicator. 

Menu * An on-screen listing of feature controls shown on the TV 
screen that are made available for user adjustments. 

Multichannel Television Sound (MTS) * The broadcast standard that 
allows for stereo sound to be transmitted with the TV picture. 

NTSC * National Television Standards Committee format devised for 
TV broadcasting signals in the 1940s (525 lines; 30Hz.) 

On-screen Displays (OSD) * Refers to the wording or messages gener- 
ated by the TV to help the user with specific feature controls (color 
adjustment, programming, etc.). 



Picture -in-Picture (PIP) * Picture-in-Picture (PIP) is the showing of 
more than one picture on the TV screen at the same time. You see one 
main screen picture and a single subpicture or multiple subpictures. 

Programming * The procedure of adding or deleting channel numbers 
into the TV's memory circuits. In this way the TV "remembers" only 
the locally available or desired channel numbers and skips over any 
unwanted channel numbers. 

PTV * Projection Television. (Rear- and/or front-projection design sys- 
tems are available. 

Remote Sensor Window * A window or opening found on the TV con- 
trol panel through which infrared remote control command signals are 
received. 

RF * Radio Frequency or modulated signal design used as the carrier 
for television broadcasts. 

Second Audio Program (SAP) * Another or additional audio channel 
provided for in the Multichannel Television Sound (MTS) broadcast 
standard. A monaural soundtrack included within the recorded or video 
signal (usually containing a second language translation for the dis- 
played programming.) 

Status * Allows the user to quickly confirm what channel number is 
currently being viewed. Status can also be used to clear the TV of on- 
screen displays or information (rather than waiting for the displays to 
"time out" or automatically disappear from the screen). 

S-Video Input * Allows direct connection of high-resolution video 
sources, such as a Super VHS videocassette recorder, laserdisc player, 
etc. Provides improved picture resolution, sharpness, and clarity. 

Twin-lead Wire * The more commonly used name for the two strand 
300-ohm antenna wire used with many indoor and outdoor antenna sys- 
tems. In many cases this type of antenna wire requires an additional 
adapter (or balun) in order to connect to the 75-ohm input terminals 
designed into the more recent televisions and VCRs.
